I{crable brevity, more miſerable 

uncertainty of lite ; we are ſure 
we cannot live long, and uncertaine 
that we ſhall live at all, and even while 
I am writing this,T am not ſure my Pen 
ſhall end the ſentence ; our life is fo 
ſhort, that we cannot in it contem- 
Plate what our ſelves are, and ſo nn- 
certaine as we cannot ſay, We will re- 
ſolve to doe it. Silence was a fuil an- 
fwer in.that Philoſopher, that being 
asked, What he thought of humane 
life, ſaid, Nothing, turn'd him round 
and vaniſhe : like leaves on Trees, 'we 
are the ſport of every puffe thar blows, 
and with the leaſt guſt we may be ſha- 
Ken from our life and nutriment : We 
travell, weſtudy, we thinke to deſe&t 
the world with continuall ſearches, 
when while we are contriving but the 
neareſt way toit, Age, and conſumed 
yeares overtake us, and onely labour 
payes us the lofles of our ill expended 
time : Death whiskes about the un- 
thouphtfull worid, and with a Peca- 
fian ſpeedfiyes upon unveaticd men 
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with the kick of his heele, or the daſs 
of his foot, ſpringing fountaine of 
teares of friends. If Nature had not 
made man an active Creature, that he 
ſhould be delighted in imployment, 
nothing would: convince him of more 
folly then the durance of ſome enter- 
priſes that he takes in hand, for they 
2re many times of ſuch a future length 
as we cannot in reaſon hope to live till 
their concluſion comes.

Thus, as in 
propagation we are more beholdcen to 
the pleaſure of our Parents, then their 
deſire of having us : Soin matters of 
the world and fortune, the aimes of 
cur Predeceſlors for themſelves have

Of Reward and Service. 


Wy it lights upon a worthy ' 


nature, there is nothing pro- 
cures a more faithfull ſervice then the - 
Miſters liberaliry, nor is there any 
thing makes that appeare more then a 
true fidelity ; they are each of other 
alternate Parents, begetting, and be- 
gotten ; Certainly, if theſe were pra-. 
Aifted, great men-need not fo often 
change their followers, nor would the 
Patrons be abandoned by their od At- 
rendants ; rewards are not given, but 
payed to ſervants that be good, and 
wiſe, nor ought that blood to be ac- 
counted loſt, which is out-letted fora 
E.2 noble-- - 
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noble Maſter ;- worth will never faile 
£0 give deſert her bayes. A hberall 
Maſter that loves his Servant well, is in 
ſome ſort a god unto him, which may 
. both give him bleſſings and proteR 
him from danger. And beleeve it on 
the other ſide, a diligent and diſcreet 
ſervant is one of the beſt friends that a 
man can be bleſt withall ; he can doe 
. what ſoever a friend may, and will be 
commanded with lefler hazzard of 1o00- 
ſing; nay, he may ina kinde challenge 
a glory above his Maſter, for though 
it be harderto play a Kings part well, 
then 'tis to aft a Subjects, yet Natures 
inclination is much more bent to rale 
then obey, ſervice being a condition 
which is not found in any Creatures of 
one kinde but man : Now. if the queſti- 
on be when men meet in theſe relati- 
ons, Who ſhall the firſt begin, the lor 
will ſurely fall upon the ſervant, for 
he is tyed in duty to be diligent, and 
that ever bindes without exception. 
The Lord is tyed but by his Honour, 
which is voluntary, and not compul- 
five, liberality being a free adjection, 
and not a tye in his bargaine. 'Tis good 
lometimes for a Lord to uſe a ſervant 
| like 
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like a friend, like a companion, but 'cis 


| alwaies fit for a ſervant to pay him 


the reverence due to a Miſter : pride 
decomes neither the Commander, nor 
the commanded. Every Family is but

Sayes the 
beſt Scipio, we now are moſt-in dan- 
Ser, for while we want buſineſle, and 
hare no foe to awe us, we are ready 
to drowne in the mud of vice and 
flothfulnefle. How bright does the . 
Soule grow with uſe of negotiation? - 
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With what proportioned ſweetne([C 
does that Family flouriſh, where but 


one laborious guide Leereth an order'd } 


courſe. 

When Cleanthes had laboured and 
Sot ſome Coyne, he ſhewes it to his 
companious, and tells them, that he

for that as cruelty, he fatd, He did but

Opinions are 3s vazious as falſe, judge- 
ment 15 from every tongue a ſeverall.

counted wiſe, but in my conceit there 
s nothing layes forth more of the 
toole ; for this you may ever obſerve 
mer to IG = "the 


en, 
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they that know leaſt cenſure moſt. 
And this I beleeve to be a reaſon, why 
men of preciſe lives are often raſh in 
this extravagancy ; their retiredneſſe 
Keeps them tsnorant in the eourlſe of 
buſineſle, if they weighed the imper- 
fetions of humaniry, they would 
breath lefle condemnation. Ipgno- 
rance gives diiparagement a louder 
rongue than knowledge dees; wiſe 
men had rather know then tell, fre- 
quent diſpraiſes are at the beſt but the 
faults of uncharitable wit ; any Clown 
may ſee the furrow is but crooked, but 
where is the man that can plough me 
a {traight one ? The beſt workes are 
bur a kinde of Meſlalany, the cleaneſt 
Corne will not be without ſome ſoyle; 
NO, not after often winnowing : there 
15 4 tincture of corruption that dyes 
even all mortality. I would wiſh men 
1n.workes of others to examine two 
$hings before they judge, whether 
1t be more good thanill, and whether 
they themſelves could ar firſt have per- 
formed it better : If it be moſt good, 
we doe amifle for ſome errours to 
condemne the whole; who will caſt || 
away the whole body of the Beaſt _ 
CAW:s ]- 


Gare to deprave, 
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cauſe it inheld the Guts and Ocdure ? 
As man 1s not judged good or bad for 
one action, or the feweft number, but 
as he is molt in generall : So, in workes 
weſhould weigh the generality, and 
accordins to thar, cenſure. If it be ra- 
ther good than1ll, T thinke he deſerves 
ſome praiſe, for raiſins Nature above 
her ordinary flight : Nothing in this 
world can be framed ſo intirely per- 
fe, but that ic ſha! have in it ſome 
delinquencies, to argue more were in 
the compriſer ; if it were not ſo it were 
not from Nature, but the immediate 
Deity. The next, if we had never 
ſeene that frame, whether or no we 
thinke we could have mended it. To 
eſpy the inconveniences of a houle 
buiſt is eaſte, but to lay the plot ar 
firſt well, is matter of more repute, 
and ſpeakes the praiſe of a good con- 
triver. The crooked lines help better 
to ſhew the ſtreight ; Judgement is 
more certaine by the eye then in the 
tancy, furer in things done then in 


{thofe that are but in cogitarion. If we 


bnde our ſelves able to corre a Copy, 
and not to produce an Originall, yet 
we ſhew more Cri-

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ziciime than ability : Seeins we ſhould 
TarNer magnitie him thar hath cone 
koayond vs, then condenine his worth 
a few failes. 
Self exam nation will make our 
zudgement charitable, *ris from wheie 
chere is n0 Jud doement that the heav! icſ 
Tudcement comes. If we mult needs 
confure, tis good to doe it as Swito- 
374 WIIEeS Of the twelve Ceſzrs, tell 
both their vertues and their vices ut- 
vartially, and Jeave the upſhor to 
c0lleAtion Of the private minde : S0 
ſhall we learne by hearing of the faults 
£0 avoya them, and by knowins the 
\ertnes Praftife the fike :-Otherwite, 
we ſhould rather praiſe a man fer 2 
Uttlc g00d, then brand him for tis 
more of il! ; we are full of faults by ni 
etire, weare good, not without our: 
care and indultry. 

Let us never forset, but conſide: 
with good attention for what intent 
and purpoſe God created us, and this

Bur here tis the pitty, men labour,

the day of wrath. The Devill has more 
ſervants in his barren and fruitlefle ſer- - 
vice, then God gets with all promiſes, 
and good things that he ſo liberally 
deſtowes upon them. 

Obſerve the good motions of Gods 
Spirit in thee, further them to the 
moſt advantage in thee, turne 'them to 
preſent practiſe, loſe, nor delay them 
noc, forelſe the Devill will fteale them 
away from thee.

Cav en, his aftections,deſires,thoughts, 
nds ayours, are heave eniy, his way 15 
upward, he 1s heavenly minded, while 
he is on earth, he is in heaven. 

Light makes a thing ful of Evidence, 
all che world cannot perſwade a man 
contrary t9 that he ſees; ſo doth the 
Word of God diſcover to us, our e- 
ftates 1n grace,and ſo ſeverely as a?! the 
world cannot ſhake the foundation of 
our Faith. 

Therefore, if we deſire to be lights, 
fet us communicate, with the chiefelt 
izghrt : As the Sarres are ever in the

W hen we fay, Hallowed be thy name; 
we meane not to make it holy ; forit 
is holineſſe it ſelf : nor to make it more 
holy, for it is infinite it lelfe : nor to 
keep it holy, for it 1s eternity it ſelte :

for. his Priſon : He hath Laws to which 
Nature aflents, and Reaſon ſubſcribes, 
that doe nor: fetter us, but. free us: 
for by them Nature gets the wings of 
Grace, and tranſcends the Earth: 
Reaſon gets the eyes of Faith, and 
aſcends up to Heaven : He hath a yoke 
indeed, but it is eafie.: a burthen, bur 
it i5 light : his reward is with him, and 
his work before him. He is eſtabliſhed 
;n his Soveraignty, not by his Subjects 
ele&tion of him, but by his election of 
his Subjects: not as raifing:-himſelfe to 
a higher ticle, but-an humbling him- 
ſelfe to a lower Calling :and as not re- 
ceiving it from a Predeceflor who 1s 
before all, ſo never leaving it tO a SuC- 
ceſflor who is after all. 

This is the place where my Soul 
ſhall dwell, here will I pitch my Ta- 
bernacle : Only, O Lord, let me be ta- 
ken int9 the number of thy Subjeds, 
and indus me with the priviledges of 
II, and 1 wibirery pos 
Ja 
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faithfully ſerve thee for ever. Other 
Lords beſides thee have heretofore ru- 
ied us, but. now we will remember thee 
only, and only thy name. 

When we make this Petition to God 
that . his Kingdom may come, we 
ſhould do well to remember a Petition 
which God makes to us; Ay Sonne, 
give me thine heart : for unleſle we 
give God our hearts, whither do we 
think this Kingdom ſhould come ? For 
if 1t come to the ears, as often times it 
makes offer at the hearing of Gods 
Word, it findes that a thorow-faire 
which yes open onevery ſide, and no 
fit place to make a reſidence in, and 
therefore commonly. goes away as it 
came, and makes no {tay there. And 
fit come to the eyes, as ſometimes it 
doth at the ſight of Gods workes, it 
findes them nor able to ſtay longs open, 
but mult have their windows ſhut in, 
and ſoareapt to keep it out ; orifthey 
{tand open, they are apt to let in va- 
nity, which this Kingdom likes not, 
and therefore cannot abide to abide 
;here neither, but vaniſh away. And: 
indeed, theſe are the out places, this 
Kingdom loves to be within us, 4s 
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Chriſt ſaith - The Lngdoe of God 1; 
within you. And we have no place with- 
inusfit to make a ſeat of a Kingdom 
but only our heart, and- this indeed 
hath no back dooreto ler it our, . as the 
care hath : nor no-Percullis to keep it 
out,as the eye hath : but it hath a large 
entrance, and a boundleis circuit, and 
therefore moſt fit to ave this Kins- 
dom entertainment. And yet as fit as 
iris, God will not have it unleſs: we 
Siveit him : and he will not have-1t fo 
neither, unleſs we giv2 it hm all : for 
it 1s againſt his nature to have 4 Part- 
ner, and he cannst abide to heare of 
Moyries, either he mult have all, or 
he hath nothing at all : To be a peice 
for God, and a petce for the world, is 
to beall for the world, To conciude, 
God at all. is to exclude him from all : 
Wherefore O my Soul, mangle not 
thy heart in givins it to God, hut 
give it him all, and think thy ſeife 
nappy that he will take ir all : For the 
more he potiefleth ir, the freer he ma- 
keth it : the more he dwelferh' in it, 
the Fairer He buiide it ; the more he 
reigneth in it, tre more richer he a- 
dornesit. O my Lord Go 6, that thou 
wWouldeit 
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wouldeſt come and dwell in my heart 
35 the owner of it, and reigne-in ny: 
heart as the King of it : I ſhould not 
then envie the Pallaces of Princes, nor 
the Kingdoms of the Earth : ſeeing I 
ſhould have within my ſelfe a Pallace 
and a Kingdome, not only to equal] 
bur far to exceed them. 

O what happineſle will this Kins- 
dom bring, and wherein doth happi- 
nefſe confilt > If in dainty fare 2 we 
ſhall all eat and drink with Chriſt at 
his Fathers Table. Tf infine cloathes 2 
we ſhall all be cloathed, in long white: 
Robes. Tf incurious muſick ? we ſhall 
heare the quire of Angels continually 
lingings. If in knowledge ? we ſhall 
know, as we are know.If in dominion 2 
we ſhall judge the Angels. If in joy? 
our joy ſhall be full, and none ſhall be 
ible rotake itfromus. If in glorious 
fights? we ſhall ſee the blefled face of 
God, which is the glory of all fights, 
ind the ſight of all glory. 

O happy Kingdom, O happy com- 
ming, o happy we to whom it ſhall 
come ; that we can never be attentive 


enough i in praying, - never earneſt e- _ 


nough in longing that this Kingdoame 
The 
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The next 1s, Thy Will be done 3n earth 
& it 1 in heaves, Itis a fearefull thing 
to make this Petition ro God ; if we 
doe not withall. make it a rule to our 
ſelves, that all the ations of our life 
may be ſquared by ir. 

AnJ therefore, O my ſoule, 1f mat- 
cer of profit be offered co thee, lay it to 
this Rule ; whether it be to the will of 
God, or no : for if it be not, what 
great advantage ſoever it make ſhew 
of, account it but lofle. If matter of 
honour be offered unto thee, lay it to 
this Rule, whether it be according to 
the wif of God, orao : for if it be 
not, what great advancement ſoeverit 
pretend, account it but ſhame. If mat- 
ter of pleaſure be offered unto. thee, 
lay it to this Rule, whether it be accor- 
ding to the will of God, or no : for 
if be nor, what pleaſing ſuggeſtion 
foever it hath, account it but mifery. 
it was conceived by e£hab, that it 
would be for his profit,to buy Naborh: 
Vineyard ; bnt when he would not 
layit to this Rule, he paid for his pur-| 
chaſe, with his bloud to doggs. It was 
pretended to Pharaoh, that it would be 
for his honour,to purſue the R—_ 
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but when he would not lay it-to this- . 
Rule, he periihed himſelfe, and all his 
Hoſt in the red Sea. It was ſuggeſted to 
Salomon, that it would be for his plea- 
ſure, to entertaine the love of ſtrange 
women : but when he would not lay 
it to this Rule ; God laid it to hs

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In heaven. 

Many, can ſay this Petition devout- 
ly enough, fo long as they - underſtand 
tnot; but when they are tould how 
Chriſt faid it, Not my Will, but thy Will ; 
and thereby come to know, that for 
praying to doe Gods will, is to pray a- 
zainſt doing their owne wills, - againſt 
their unlawfull luſts, againſt their co- . 
retous deſgres, againſt their ambitious - 

: deſfignes 
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deſignes, againſt their malicious pra- 
ies, and ſuch like. Then it {tricks cold 
to their hearts. Their tonpues cleave 
to the roofe of their mouthes : and 
they could with the Petition might ne- 
ver be made. 

But he that underſtands it, and yet 
ſtands to it ; he that ſpeaks it, more 
from his heart, then with his tongue: 
ne that is reſolved to ſay it, becauſe he 
ſfaithas he is reſolved, this man makes 
it a prayer for hynfelfe, and an Halle! 
74h to God,and ſhall reape the fruit of 
both in the due time : - to the other 
proves but as the Sacrifice of fooles: 
and if it make a noiſe,” it {5 but as the 
tinkling of a Cymball.Muſick.at which 
God ſtops his eares, onely- the Devil 
makes himſelf meery. 

O Lord God, let it be the pleaſure 
of thy will, that I may take pleaſure 
in doings thy will : for unlede 1t be thy 
pleaſure, it can-never be my will : for 
though we may be good followers.yet 
we are no good beginners, & therfore, 
though it pleafe thee to ſay, turne un- 
ro me, and T will rurne unto you : asþ 
though we ſhould begin firſt, vet we 
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are Faine to returne it back, and fay: 
Tarne us O Lord, and, Wwe ſhall be tur- 
ed. For we, God knowes,are t00 un- 
weldy to turne us of our ſelves, it muſt 
be done bv ftrons hand, and none 
hath ſtrength enough to doe un : 
but thou O God, who art the God of 
ſtrength. 

Andif we would {trive as much with 
the Angels for holinefle, as we doe 
vich men for place, and dignity, we 
ſhould finde God as ready to take our 
paits, as he was to take our Nature, 
and by ſuch a help, of ſuch a helper, 
we ſhould beable ro make good our 
ſaying : Thy Will be done 1ntcarth as it 
s in Heaven, © 

O Lord God, If I cannot be like 
thee in hoiinefle : yer let-me be like 
the Angels in obedience, and if 1 can- 
not attaine to neither, let me at lea{t, 
aſpire to beth, and what I want in po- 
wer and performance, make me t9 
ſupply with Vowes and Payers. 

And here now ſeemes a fit place t6 
fr down and wonder, at the un{peak- 


"able love.and bounty of God,expreſfled 


towards us,in theſe three Petitions; (: 
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by the firſt, we are aſſured of eternity: 
' by the ſecond of a Kingdom : by the 
third, to be like the Angels:or if we like 
it better to ſay; by the firſt, we are in- 
formed what we ſhall be as Angels: by 
the ſecond, what we ſhall have,a King- 
dom ; by the third, what we ſhall do; 
the will of God. 

Theſe are bleſſiugs worthy to come 

from a heavenly Father ; theſe arere- 
wards , which worthily become a 
*bountifull Maſter. 
And now, let the ſwine (fleſh and 
blood) go murmure againſt God, that 
he is a hard Father, and a bad Maſter: 
and that there is no profit in ſerving 
him , becauſe he gives them not the 
mire of the world to wallow in: s 
though he had no other way to ex- 
preſie his favours, but by clods of 
earth. 

But do thou, o my ſoule, meditate 
upon theſe Petitions, and in them,npon 
theſe bleſfings, and in theſe, upon the 
infinit love, and bounty of God: and 
think how happy thou art to have 
ſuch a Father : how much thou art 
bound to love ſuch a Maſter: and think 
not much t9 love him with thy. whole 
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heart : ſeeing he hath blefſings to be- 
tow upon thee,which cannot enter in- 
ro thy heart. 

Think not much to ſubmit thy ſelf 


wholly to his will, ſeeing, his will xs, to 
"ve thee beauty for aſhes: the oyle of 
cladneſſe for monrning, that we ſhall 
ver find it, a moſt happy thing for us 
toſay, Thy will be done in earth,as it ts 
mheaven, But why do we fay, thy Will 
te done 1n earth , Which is done in earth 
ready : and that dy creatures, which 
oe would think we are never ableto 
doit : He hath ſet bounds to the Sea, 
which it muſt not paſſe, and the Sea as 
nginSas1tis, and provoked by all the 
Rivers of the earth, that come running 
into it , as it were forthe nonce, to 
nake it paſle its bounds , yet keepes it 
elf preciſely within the limits : He 
hath appointed the earth to ſtand till, 
and not for to move, and the earth, 
though but hanging in the Ayre, and 
n0thing at all to hang upon: yet offers 
not ſo much, as once to ſtir : He hath 
charged the Trees to bring forth fruit, 
and the Trees, though almoſt even kit- 
kd with could of winter, and threat- 
3d with the tempeſts of the ſpring, 
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yet takes heart to come forth, and 
ſeeme to rejoyce, they can do as they 
are bidden. 

The very bealts , though never {6 
wild and ſavage, yet obſerve the pro- 
perties of their kind,and none of them 
incroach upon the qualities of an- 
other. 

And why all this? but only tods 
the will of God, and that which may 
ſeeme more ſtrange: The flowers.come 
out of the durty earth, and yet how 
neatc and cleane , out ofthe unſavory 
earth,and yet how freſh and fragrant? 
out of the ſower earth, and yet how 
melliluous and fweete ? out of the 
duskiſh earth, and yet how orient, and 
virmillion-? out of the unſhapen earth, 
and yet inwhat daintyſhapes? in what 
curious formes? in what inamilings? 
>12d diapers of beauty? as if theearth 
would ſhow. that for all her being cur- 
ſed, ſhe had ſomthing yet of Paradice 
left: And why all this> bur only todo 
the will of God. And why then ſhould 
there be complaining, as though the 
will of God, were not done in earth. 

O wretched man, it is only thyſelf, 
that is Out of tune, in this — 
an 
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Man that ſhould be beſt, is of all the 
worſt; that ſhould be cleaneſt, is of all 
the fowleſt; that ſhould be moſt beau- 
tifull, is ofall the moſt deformed; moſt 
full of graces, yet moſt void of grace; 
of moſt ds to direc his 
will , yet of leaſt willro follow the di- 
re&ion of underſtandins. Man indued 
with celeſtiall qualities , yet leaves 
them all,toincroach upon the qualities * 
of every beaſt: upon the obcznity of 
ſwine 1n drunkennefle, upon the gree- 
dineſle of Cormorants, in covetouineſs, 
upon the crafrinefle of Foxes in fraud: 
upon the.cruelty of Tygers, in malice, 
a if hewould &rive to exceede his firſt 
parents in tranſgreſſing, and tty whe- 
ther -God had any greater puniſh- 
ment left,then-caſting our of Paradice. 
That if Chriſt would have ſerved us in 
our kind, and as we deferve, he needed 
not-to have gone for paberns to hea- 
ven, -he mipht have found paterns,' 
good enough for us amongſt the mea- 

neſt Creatures of the earth. | 
And as he ould the Phariſees, that 
the Queen of the Sorh,ſhould riſe up 
in judgement againſt them , ſo he 
wght bave told us, the flowers, the 
SD Lo = 
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rrees, the beaſts , ſhall allriſeupin 
judgement againſt man. That we have 
more need to ſay. O that my head 
were waters,and mine eyes a Fountain 
of teares , that I might weep day and 
night. 

Then after trees and beafts have 
done Gods will, to come after them 
all, but with only ſaying. Thy Will be 
Aone in earth as it 5in Heaven, 

O God ſo frame our wills, that they 
may be fit links, to be faſtned to this 
Chaine of thy will, that as one link 
drawn on, drawes 0n another: ſo our 
ſpirits being guided by thy grace, may 
be guides to our fleſh , and that our 
fleſh, as living by thee , may liveto 
thee, knowing,that though the way of 
thy will may be troubleſome, in the 
Sons, vet the journey ſhall be comfor- 
table inthe ending ; and though it be 
the ſecret ofrhy will, that in doing it, 
we ſhall meete with many croſſes, yet 
x isthe purp6{: of thy wilL,that by do- 
ins it, we ſhall purchaſe many joyes; 
and therefore can have no cauſe to 
make us a fraid to ſay. Thy will ve 
done in earth as it # in Heaven, 
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And now having thought theſe Pe- 
ritions to be for ſuch moſt proper, let 
us conforme our ſelves according to 
them. When we ſay, Hallowed be thy 
Name, let us lift up the voyces of our 
hearts, as if we were now joyning 
with the Angels, in ſinging their Hal- 
lelujah. When we ſay, Thy Kingaome 
core, let us raiſe our thoughts, as 
now offering to ſet our hands to the 
Petition of the Saints in heaven: When 
we fay, Thy Will be done, let us fix our 
minds wholly as m the ſolemnity of 
dedicating of our ſelves to God,with 
all the faithfull upon earth. When 
we ſay, Grve us this day our daily bread, 
let us humble cur ſelves, as being in 
ſtite of other Creatures, and are glad 
to joyne with them 1n their common 
jſut. When we ſay, Forgive 2 our 
treſpaſſes, let us think our ſelves en- 
rolledin the company of . Penitents, 
and as the greateſt ſinners choſen 
ſpeakeſmen to preſent their ſupplica- - 
tion. And when we ſay, Leage us not 
into temptation, let us acknowledge our 
ſelves in the number and weaknefle of 
little Children, and are glad to joyne 
with them in crying for help ; that the ' 
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Angell of Infants, which alwaies be- 
hold the face of God, may be im- 
ployed by him to work our delive- 
Lance. 

But what ſhould be the cauſe thar 
2 the three latter Petitions we ſeem 
co be altogether for our ſelves, as ap- 
peares dy our ſaying, Grve xs, Forgive 
#5, Del:cr us; bur in the three for- 
mer there 1s no mention of us at all, 
as though we were no parties to them 
at all 2 Is1t not that we are, or ought 
£0 be more jealous of Gods honour, 
than carefu!l of our owne benefits? 
And therefore when we ſay, Hallowed 
be thy name, we dare not fay, of us, 
feaſt we ſhould make God a Muſick 
of roo few voyces. And when we ſay, 
Try Kingdome come, we dare not ſay, 
20 us, leaſt we ſhould afligne his Kins- 
gom too ſmall a Territory. And when 
we ſay, Thy Will be gone, we dare not 
ſay, by us, leaſt we ſhould ſtint God 
kn the number of his ſervants. But we 
ſay, Hallowed be thy name, and ſtop 
there, that ſo no mouth may be ſtop- 
ped from hallowing it. We ſay, Thy 
Kingdome ceme, but name not whi- 
ther, that ſoit may be intended to 
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come every whither. We. ſay, Thy 
W:illbe done in earth, but tell not by 
whom in earth, that ſo it may be done 
by all in earth. 

Many would deiire to know, and 
prize it at a great rate, how they 
might ger the knowledge to be aſſured 
when their fins are forgiven, and yer 
it 15a knowledse eaſily to be had, and 
every man may tell himſelfe ; for if 
thou findeſt in thy heart a loathing of . 
thy former fins, and a reſolution to 
continue in amendment of life, and 
ſpecially a fixed charity to forgive 0- 
thers; thou mayeſt be aflured thou 
art in the favour of God, and all thy 
ſins paſt are forgiven thee ; but if thou 
continueſft to take delight in-thy for- 
mer ſins, and art unreſolved in refor- 
ming thy courſes; and eſpecially,if thoy 
findelt in thy ſelf a defire of: revenge, 
and art implacable towards others, 
thou mayeſt then be aflured chou art 
{till in the ſtate of Gods diſpleaſure, 
thy ſins are not yet forgiven ; for, 
theſe things are not only the ſignes, 
but the certaine effe&s of Gods for- 
Swing of us, when we confeſle, and be 
Srieved for our owne treſpaſſes to 

H 3 him, 


him, and arecompaſſionate and reſen- 
tins to thetreſpaſſes of others to us, 

There is no deed fo acceptable to 
God, asto take all thankfully which 
he lates upon us ;. for not to murmure, 
©: not t0 caſt our eyes upon vanity, are 
in themſelves any great matters ;; but 
when a man murmures not in advyer- 
firy, which gives ſo many cauſes of in1- 
patience ; or when a.man caſts not his 
eyes upon vanityin proſperity, which 
miniſters ſo many occaſions. of alure- 
ments, this is a. man after Gods owne 
heart ; and this is one to whom the 
Devill may ſay, as he ſaid to Chriſt, 
Art the come to torment us before the 
3192 ? but the difficulty of doing this, 
and the danger of not doing this, gives 
us all juſt cauſe to fay, Leade 1: not ne 
70 temptation. 

O my Soul, if thou canſt not be 
ftrong enough to reſiſt ſine, be hum- 
 bletoconfeſſe it with contrition ; dif- 

ſolve into teares for that which is paſt, 
reſolve upon amendment in that which 
5tocome; and if thou canſt do this, 
thou ſhale finde it the true balme of 
Gilead, and though thy ſins were as red 
as ſcarlet, they ſhall be made as white 
as ſnow, And

And more, to ſpeak of -hallowins 
Gods name: it may not be unfit to con- 
fider the three firlt Petitions , as they 
are only hallowings, or Hallelujas: for 
obſerving the difference ofthe ſongs,

The firſt when weſay, Hallowed be 

thy name , 15the Hallelujah of Angels, 
and we may truly ſay, 1s the ſong of 
fongs: not only, becauſe ir is ſung with- 
our cealſſing : but becauſe it ſhall be 
ſung without ending, and 1s both the 
cauſe and the effe, both the ſigne and 
the ſubſtance of our eternal happineſs. 

The ſecond (when we ſay ) Thy 
Kingdom come, isthe Hallelujab,of the 
aunts in Heaven, and is an affpiring to 
the firſt: bur an afſpiring ina very near 
degree,nearin diftance,though remore 
in exiſtence : for they are in aſſurance 
of attaining, and do. but tarry the time, - 
bur the time will not be, till time will 
not be. | 

The third, (when we ſay, Thy wil! 
be done) t5the Hallelujah of the Saints 
on earth : and is an aſlpiring to the ſe- 
cond ; bur an aſpiring in a remote de- 
Sree : for while they are in the world, 
H 4 they 


I52 e Fathers Legarcie; 
they are fubje& to all the rubs of the 
world : while they live in the fleſh, to 
all infirmities of the fleſh : yer they 
have a confidence, though no afſu- 
Trance, vr an aſlurance , though bur in 
confidence : and therefore are remiſle, 
but not dejeted, bould, but not pre- 
ſumptuous, not out of heart , not out 
cf teare. | 

And may it not here be obſerved, 
that as we begin 1n ſaying, Hallowed be 
zhy ame , fo weendin acting the hal- 
lowing it : andour firſt and laſt words, 
are all for his glory, who ts the firſt 
and the laſt ; And theſe three Atrri- 
Þutes, ſeeme to anſwer to our three 
fickt Petitions : Hallowed be thy name, 
for thine 15 the glory: T hy Kingdom come, 
for thine 1s the Kingdow: Thy will be 
aone, for thine us the power. 

And we ſeeme to ſing,not only inthe- 
far{t, an uniſone with the Angels : but 
1n all the three, the ſame ditty with the 
Saints in Heaven, for their Hallelujah 
1s, Thou-art worthy, o Lord,to receive 
Slory,and honour,and power:and ours: 
here., Thine 7s the Kingdom , the power 
and the glory : That having ſung the 
ſons of Saints and Angels here on _ 
Earti: 
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earth : we may be admitted, into the 
quiere of Saints and Angels in Heaven, 
and fins eternally, thou art worthy, © 
Lord.to receive glory,and honour,and 
power - for thine 1s the Kingdom, the 
power and the glory ; for ever and ever, 
Amen. 

And now, © my ſoule, conſider how 
perfe& a prayer this is : where arethe 
Petitions of men and Angels, the Peti-

hend : and conſequently, the lip-la- 
bour that he pretenderh, to beſtow in 
prayer, is not onely, not profitable, 
bur ſinfull. 

To pray unto God with the lips, for 
any corporali benefit, and yet to have 
le eye of the heart, fixed in confi- 

dence 
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dence upon naturall meanes, is a kind 
of ſpirituall Adultery. 

For, what man is he, that having 3 
wife, outwardly aftable, uſing words 
of love unto him, and. yet: her heart 
&c upon another man, will not think 
Her a faithleſle and unchaſte wife? 
Arid 15 God leſle jealous thinke wee? 
who craveth our hearts, when we ſhall 
worſhip him in words, and outward 
ſhew of works when our Conſcien- 
ces cannot but tell us; that we aske 
that of God, which we inwardly be- 
Heve more probably,and poſſible to be 
Obtained, by meanes without him. 

Is not this a faſilfying of our faith; 
and diflembling of our prayers? Is not 
this. a manifeſt breach of the Law, 
2hat ſayes; we ſhail have noother Goas, 
bur F EHOYV AH.. As alſo, ot to 
zake his Names inwvaine, as they doe, 
which call pon him with their lips, rhe 
hearts farre from him. 

God requireth tot our prayers, be- 
cauſe he hath neede of them ; as a fer- 
vice beneficiall, or profitable unto 
him ; but becauſe we have need of 
his graces, and bleflings , and that he 

FE loveth 
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foveth us, -in his beloved Sonne, -he 
willeth-us to pray unto him for every 
ſpirituail ana corporall bleſſing : And 
alchough ir be'true; that he knowes 
whereof we have need : yet-in com- 
mon reaſon, hethar wanteth, anddif- 
daines to ask, he.is not worthy torre- 
ceive that whereof he hath need. 

And heavily it will befall them, who 
having received ſo many bleflings at 
Gods hands, are no whit. the more 
moved to love him-: Arid fo many 
chreats for their unbeliefe, and in- 
Sratitude, and yet not moved to feare 
him. 

Will they not be drawne, then from 
theirdeceiveable vanities > Will they 
rather then for lefle then an Aple, 
ora mefle of Pottage, diſclaime their 
Birth-rights- and loſe that Kingdom, 
and Crowne, {o dearely purchaſed for: 
the faithfull, 

Nay, were lofle of it all, it were 
not fo horrible : If a man miſſing 
the good promiſed, .could avoid the 
danger threatned, it would ſomething 
mitigate .the diſpairing Conſcience, 
and cale the troubled minde. If af-

cer death, there were neither life nor 
death : If 4 man might have no be. 
ing, nor feele, nor endure torment ; 
though he had no comfort, it wete 
a kinde of eaſe to the carnall miinde, 
. that knoweth no other heaven, then 
the. profits and pleaſures of this life. 
Nor feareth other Hell, then the mi- 
ſery, penury, and affliftions of the 
ſame. 

But the cafe is otherwiſe : They 
that. mifle the Kingdome of heaven, by 
nat beleeving the promiſes of- God, 
by not praying unto God, for dire- 
Aion in the courſe of their lives, 
may aſſure themſelves, though . they 
ſeeme not yet to beleeve it : thar 
there remaines for them, and attends 
them, the cod.of darxneſle, and rhe 
Angel of Horrour, and of Tor- 
ment. -.
